%' BLOCK-TYPE ballots, showing 
names ’of candidates under the of- 
fice to be filled, will be used in the 
1945 Student Council elections to 
be held April 18. 19 and 20, it was 
announced by Jimmy Huddleston, 
advocate and chairman of the Stu- 
dent Council Elections Committee. 

This type of Australian ballot 
has not been used In a Student 
Council election for several years. 

The “block-type" ballot has the ad- 
vantage of breaking down the prac- 
tice of "straight-ticket" voting and 
encourage* a consideration of can- 
dates on the bpsis of their record. 

At every polling place this year, 
there will be a poster presenting 
the names of candidates accom- 
panied by their qualifications and 
record In student activities, aa well 
as their political affiliation. How- 
ever, they will not be listed on 
either the posters or on the ballots 
according to their party member- 
ship. '

Outstanding for her grace of performance, Betty 
Lou Trowbridge deserves orchids for her delivery of 
the songs included In the lead role of Stephanie, which 
she played. Her score included two of the hits of the 
show, “Smoke Gets In Your Eyes” and "Devastating," 
as well as the duets which she put across, "The Touch 
of Your Hand" and "Let’s Begin.” Though not a sea- 
soned player with the group, she put feeling into her 
portrayal of the exiled Russian princess who designed 
clothes at Madame Roberta's in Paris. .

Because qf this, an agreement 
has been reached with the Uni- 
versity of Maryland to take over 
the educational responsibilities of 
the University and continue formal 
instruction in all courses for the 
rest of the semester.

Only one professor will accom- 
pany the University buildings on 
their trip. Chosen because of \ his 
great love for the Russian system, 
and his deep respect for their effi- 
cient way of getting things done, 
was John Adelbert Dillemma. pro- 
feasor of Political Science. 

Dillemma, who first came to the 
attention of UNRRA officials when 
he gave ex-Governor Herbert Leh- 
man an “A” in Poly Sci 9 and 10, 
expressed his great surprise and 
delight at being chosen, with these 
few words, "Every student should 
learn English Law.” 

The transfer was made at the re- 
quest of "Uncle Joe" Stalin himself, 
who asked that this country supply 
a modern, efficient, up-to-date Uni- 
versity.

• GRADE POINT Indexes for the 
last Fall term of all sororities, 
fraternities, the groups of non- 
sorority women and non-fraternity 
men on the campus, were released 
by Dr. Bumice Herman Jarman, 
registrar. 

Kappa Kappa Gamma 8orority, 
with 69 members, came out on top 
with a point average of 2.8848. Pi 
Kappa Alpha Fraternity with 8 
listed members placed second of 
all groups with a 2.7866 point aver- 
age, and Delta Zeta Sorority, with 
40 members, came out third high- 
est with their point average of 
2.7375. 

Under the prevailing system, the 
student’s grades have a numerical 
equivalent; A-4, B-3, C-2, D-l, E-0, 
and F-0. Incomplete grades were 
not included in the survey made 
of the medians of each group. 

The ratings are computed by the 
method adopted by the Conference 
of Deans and Advisors of Men, by 
the American Association of Col- 
legiate Registrars, and by the Na- 
tional Interfraternity Conference. 
Any sorority or fraternity average 
can be obtained for comparison 
with other chapters at different 
schools. 

Other sorority ratings computed 
are as follows: Phi Sigma Sigma— 
2.71 Sigma Kappa— 2.55; Pi Phi— 
2.55; Chi Omega— 2.44; Alpha Delta 
Pi— 2.40; Phi Mu— 2.20; Kappa 

Delta— 2.20. 

'■‘^The average score for all soror- 
ity women was 2.59; non-sorority 
women scored an average* of 2.50; 
and all' women together obtained 
an average of 2.53. 

Fraternity averages were as fol- 
lows: Phi Alpha— 2.19; Phi Sigma 
Kappa— 2.16; and Sigma Chi— 1.93. 
Fraternity men as a whole made 
the average score of 2.18; non- 
fraternity men received a 2.43 
average; and the average score for 
all men together tallied 2.40.
